“The  seventy-five  years  of  your  college  history  cover 
the  period  of  Iowa’s  greatest  growth  and  expansion — 
the  building  of  the  railroads  and  later  the  paved  high¬ 
ways,  the  planning  and  the  settlement  of  the  thousand 
cities  and  towns,  the  conquest  of  the  virgin  soil  and 
development  of  farms,  and  the  final  organization  of  our 
society  around  the  homes  and  the  firesides.

“I  regret  that  previous  engagements  make  it  im¬ 
possible  for  me  to  accept  your  kind  invitation  to  be 
with  you  on  this  happy  occasion.  I  am  sure  that  Wart¬ 
burg  college  will  enter  now  upon  a  still  larger  field  of 
activity  and  go  on  to  greater  victories.  There  is  work 
for  all  of  us  in  the  preservation  of  our  way  of  life. 
Keep  the  classes  going.  Hold  aloft  the  banners  of  the 
free.

In  this  historical  article. 
Dr.  J.  G.  Neumann,  dean  of 
the  faculty  at  Wartburg,  out¬ 
lines  the  seventy-five  years 
of  the  school’s  history. 

Wartburg  college  is  observing 
its  Diamond  Jubilee  during  the 
current  school  year.  Following  is 
a  brief  historical  sketch  of  the 
college  since  it  was  established  in 
Galena,  Ill.,  in  1868. 

Galena,  1868-75. 

The  Synod  of  Iowa  and  other 
states,  established  in  1854,  had 
conducted  a  theological  seminary 
from  the  year  of  its  organization. 
In  the  course  of  time  a  pre-theo- 
logical  training  school  came  to  be 
felt  as  an  urgent  need.  Through 
the  influence  of  the  Rev.  J.  Klind- 
worth,  pastor  of  the  local  church, 
a  school  for  that  purpose  was 
established  at  Galena,  Ill.,  in  1868. 

An  abandoned  monastery,  which 
had  been  purchased  for  a  nominal 
sum,  provided  classrooms,  dining 
hall,  and  living  quarters  for  the 
students  and  for  the  rector  and 
his  family.  In  1874  on  additional 
structure  was  erected  to  serve  as 


a  dining  hall.  The  institution 
mained  at  Galena  until  the 
tumn  of  1875,  when  it  was 
moved  to  Mendota,  Ill.,  where  the 
theological  seminary  had  been  re¬ 
located  in  the  preceding  year. 

Mendota,  1875-85. 

The  seminao'  property  included 
a  rather  spacious  building  which 
had  served  as  a  professor’s  resi¬ 
dence;  this  house  was  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  college.  The 
students,  twenty  to  thirty  in  num¬ 
ber,  were  all  housed  and  instruct¬ 
ed  in  this  building;  for  meals  and 
daily  chapel  exercises  they  went 
over  to  the  seminary. 

The  college  was  at  this  time  al¬ 
most  exclusively  a  preparatory 
school  for  the  seminary.  The  cur¬ 
riculum  was  largely  classical.  The 
students  were  drilled  well  in  Lat- 
.  Greek,  Hebrew  and  German, 
and  stress  was  laid  on  instruction 
in  religion  and  history. 

Since  there  was  a  very  close 
connection  between  the  college 
and  the  seminary,  it  followed  as  a 
matter  of  course  that  the  profes- 
of  the  seminary  served  at  i 
professors  of  the  | 


college;  several  other  teachers, 
however,  were  added  to  the  col¬ 
lege  faculty. 

The  discipline  was  strict, 
the  enforcement  of  it  was  handled 
jn  a  spiritual  and  evangelical 
manner,  so  that  its  severity  was 
hardly  felt  as  a  burden  but  rath¬ 
er  as  a  matter  of  course  for  a 
Christian  institution.  By  and 
large,  the  students  willingly  sub- 

These  were  the  days  of  small 
things;  yet  even  in  those  days  the 
institution  served  the  purpose  for 
which  it  had  been  founded,  and- 
rendered  a  great  service  to  the 
church. 

Waverly,  1885-94. 

In  1885  the  college  was  moved 
from  Mendota,  Ill.,  and  combined 
with  the  Teachers’  seminary  at 
Waverly,  Iowa.  Professor  G. 
Grossmann  became  president  of 
the  institution.  Professor  F.  Lutz 
taught  the  natural  sciences  and 
devoted  his  leisure  hours  to  build- 

g  up  a  museum. 

Professor  Kraushaar,  who  had 
taught  at  Mendota,  continued  his 
work  at  Waverly.  Professors  J. 


Fritschel,  A.  Bartels,  H.  Kuhl- 
mann  and  Aug.  Engelbrecht  were 
among  the  new  teachers  added  to 
the  faculty. 

The  curriculum  was  still 
largely  that  of  the  German 
Gymnasium.  The  medium  of 
instruction  was  German  — 
even  mathematics  was  taught 
in  that  language. 

Though  the  quarters  wert 
somewhat  more  commodious  than 
had  been  the  case  at  Mendota, 
living  conditions  were  still  rather 
primitive  and  comforts  few.  There 
were  no  separate  living  rooms  and 
classrooms — the  same  rooms  serv¬ 
ed  both  purposes.  Nor  was  the  in¬ 
stitution  heated  by  a  central 
plant;  each  room  was  equipped 
with  a  coal  stove,  and  coal  and 
ashes  had  to  be  carried  up  and 
down  three  stories  daily. 

The  dormitorx  was  right  under 
the  roof;  it  was  cruelly  cold  in 
winter  and  intolerably  hot  in  late 
spring  and  early  fall.  The  wash¬ 
rooms  were  in  the  basement;  there

Our  fathers  and  grandfathers  founded  the 
college  on  the  solid  rock  of  Christianity,  and  you  the  students 
who  developed  the  spirit  of  Wartburg  through  the  years  have 
kept  it  that  way.  .  ,  ...  , 

If  you  alumni  attended  Wartburg  in  Waverly  or  Wart¬ 
burg  in  Clinton,  or  Hebron,  or  St  Paul  Luther,  or  Eureka 
Lutheran,  or  Martin  Luther  Academy,  you  are  still  one  ot 
OUR  alumni.  Wartburg— or  perhaps  I  should  say  the  higher 
educational  efforts  of  the  church— has  had  a  turbulent  car¬ 
eer  to  say  the  least.

America  is  fighting  a  war.  We  can’t  all  go  to  the  front 
lines  and  fight,  but  there  are  plenty  of  things  that  we  at 
home  can  do.  There  are  plenty  of  things  that  Wartburg  can 
do,  too. 

One  of  the  them  is  collecting  scrap  metal.  We  had 
drive  last  spring,  but  there  is  a  lot  we  missed  and  a  lot  has 
accumulated  since  then.

Fahrenholz  Relates 
Experience  in 
Solomon  Battle. 

Gerald  Fahrenholz,  a  phar¬ 
macist’s  mate  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  and  a  former  student 
at  Wartburg  college,  gave 
eye-witness  account  of  the 
sinking  of  his  ship,  the  heavy 
cruiser  Astoria,  which  was 
sunk  during  the  first  phase 
of  the  battle  of  the  Solomon 
Islands.  He  talked  to  the  Wa¬ 
verly  Rotary  club  last  week, 
and  quietly  told  of  his  experi¬ 
ence  on  August  ninth  when 
his  ship  was  sunk. 

Fahrenholz  enlisted  in  the 
navy  Oct.  29,  1940,  and  after 

training  at  Great  Lakes,  the 
Brooklyn  naval  hospital,  he  was 
on  duty  at  Great  Lakes  until  last 
December,  when  he  was  ordered 
westward  and  finally  landed  in 
Pearl  Harbor  Jan.  7.  On  Feb.  3 
he  was  assigned  to  the  Astoria,  a 
heavy  cruiser  of  about  10,000  tons. 

She  fought  in  the  Coral 
Sea  May  4,  when  the  Lexing¬ 
ton  was  sunk,  and  June  4  at 
Midway  when  the  Yorktown 
went  down,  but  on  those  oc¬ 
casions  was  exposed  only  to 
aerial  attacks  which  she 
avoided. 

At  the  Solomons,  the  Astoria  in 
the  first  two  days  “landed  mar¬ 
ines,  fought  off  a  number  of  air 
attacks,"  and  on  Aug.  9  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  protect  U.  S.  transports 
from  Jap  cruisers  known  to  be  ap¬ 
proaching. 

He  was  on  duty  from  8  to  12  p. 
m.  but  when  he  went  off  did  not 
go  down  to  his  bunk,  instead  lay¬ 
ing  down  on  a  blanket  and  going 
to  sleep.  "I  felt  I  wanted  to  get 
up,"  he  said — and  before  he  fin¬ 
ished  putting  on  his  clothes,  at  2 
.,  the  general  alarm  sounded 
to  order  all  men  to  battle  stations 
l  the  double  quick. 

He  pulled  his  shirt  on  as  he 
ran  for  his  own  battle  post, 
under  the  bridge,  the  forward 
superstructure  from  which 
signalling  and  piloting  are 
done,  even  with  the  5-inch 
gun  deck,  one  deck  above  the 
main  deck. 

Here,  as  ordered,  he  “lay  flat  on 
the  deck — and  just  waited." 

The  shells  were  beginning  to 
pop,  and  through  a  passageway  he 
could  see  the  bright  star  shells 
and  flares  high  in  the  sky.  -He 
could  not  tell  “when  our  ship  was 
being  hit  or  when  we  were  fir¬ 
ing;  there  is  such  a  conglomera¬ 
tion  of  happenings  you  don't 
know  what  is  happening." 

Soon  a  naval  aviator  was 
brought  in,  hit  by  a  shell 
fragment  on  his  way  to  the 
bridge.  His  left  shoulder  was 
lorn  away  and  “the  blood  was 
flowing  out  like  a  stream  of 
water”;  even  as  Fahrenholz 
applied  battle  dressings,  2  and 
3  inches  thick,  the  blood  flow¬ 
ed  through  them. 

The  man  died  almost  immed¬ 


iately.  “If  a  man  dies,  you  let 
him  lay  and  go  on  to  the  next." 

The  ship  was  on  fire,  and  the 
number  of  wounded  men  increas¬ 
ed.  A  fellow  worker  came  to 
help  him,  reporting  that  the  sick 
bay  had  been  blown  up  entirely. 
The  decks  beneath  were  afire 
Aft  (at  the  rear  of  the  boat)  the 
whole  gun  deck  was  on  fire  and 
exploding.  The  overhead  bridge 
was  afire  and  smoking  badly.  The 
flames  made  everything  very  hot. 

Fahrenholz  went  to  get  a  big 
case  of  battle  dressings,  and  when 
he  came  back  found  that  an  8- 
inch  Jap  shell  had  "exploded  in 
the  passageway  just  forward  of 
where  I  had  been."  When  it 
went  off,  "1  did  not  know  what 
it  was;  just  dropped  to  the  deck 
instinctively." 

It  was  at  this  moment,  he 
said,  that  he  ‘‘got  the  greatest 
strength  of  my  life”  through 
putting  his  faith  and  trust  in 
God. 

He  and  his  companies  brought 
the  seven  or  eight  patients  still 
living  to  the  admiral's  cabin  and 
finally,  to  escape  the  smoke, 
boosted  them  up  to  the  deck 
above. 

They  then  placed  these  patients 
i  the  main  deck,  forward,  and 
gave  first  aid  for  two  hours.  “The 
bridge  was  burning  fiercely;  our 
shells  were  exploding;  below 
/ere  huge  tanks  of  gasoline 
which  might  explode;  the  whole 
forward  part  of  the  ship  was  be¬ 
decked  with  dead  bodies,  blood 
and  wounded.  “Men  were  trying 
fight  fires  just  aft  of  us;  they 
re  very,  very  wonderful,  even 
though  they  knew  the  ship  might 
an  any  time. 


‘One  boy  had  almost  a 
pound  in  his  arm,  a  metal 
fragment  which  had  shaped  it¬ 
self  around  a  bone  and  crush¬ 
ed  it,”  he  said. 

Declaring  that  “during  battle 
many  men  are  converted  to  Chris¬ 
tianity,"  Fahrenholz  told  of  a 
"Christian  fellowship"  group  on 
the  Astoria,  and  urged  civilians 
to  stress  the  spiritual  side  of

gained  by  rushing  so  far  this  sea¬ 
son.  “Tuff  has  averaged  5.01  yds. 
per  try  and  has  carried  the  ball 
a  total  of  43  times  in  the  three 
games  already  played. 

Following  close  behind  is  the 
hustling  freshman  ace  from 
Hampton,  Iowa,  Dillman  “Baldy” 
Allen,  with  an  average  of  3.75 
yards  per  try.
